THE NORTH-WEST GOVERN. 
MENT LIBRARY A 
REVELATION, 


Early in the summera news 
item appeared in Winnipeg. end 
Territorial papers stating that Lieut.. 
Governor Royal was making exten- 
sive additions to the North. west Gov- 
ernmentlibrary, Later a represent- 
ative of the Jounwat, in showing 
a visiting friend the sights of the 
capital dropped into the library 
room at the government buildings. 
Inquiry was made of the attendant 
as to the location of the new books, 
and tier after tier of nicely bound 
and newly labelled voluins were 
pointed out. A glance atthem was 
a revelation. The scribe almost 
mechanically drew forth note-book 
and Dixon, and proceeded to jot 
down titles. The Lieut.-Governor’s 
secretary dropped in and finding 
out the titles were being taken for 
publication, suggested that before 
this was done the Lieut.-Governor’s 
permission be asked. Upon second 
thought this was considered the 
wise course. 

A letter was accordingly written 
to His Honor, and the following re- 
ply received ; 

« Lieutenant-Governor’s Officer, 
“Regina, N, W.T., 16th June, 1890. 

“Sir,—-1 am directed by his Honor 
“the Lieutenant-Governor to ac- 
“knowledge receipt of your letter of 
“10th inst, requesting the privilege 
“of visiting the North-West Gov- 
“ernment Library with a view to 
“secure for publication a list of the 
‘books recently purchased, and al- 
“so asking who are at liberty to 
“ visit and use the library for refer- 
“ence, 

“In reply [am to express His 
“ Honor’s regret at being unable to 
“accord you the privilege requested. 
“The Library is at present only in 
“course of formation, and until it 
“can be considered completed, and 
“a catslogue made, will not be open 
“to the public. 

“T have the honor to be, Sir, 

“Your obedient servant, 
“Rk. B. Gorvon, 
“See'y to Lieut.-Governor,” 
In 1886 the Editor of the JouRNAL 
enquired of Lieut.-Governot Dewd- 
ney's secretary, who was at liberty 
to visit the North-West Govern- 
ment Library, and was given to 
understand that it was free to the 
public as a reference library, but 
that books were not to be taken 
away without special permission, a 
permission usually aceorded only to 
menibers of the North-West Coun- 
cil, olficials of the Court, ete; 
Upon further enquiry we find this 
to be the impression generally held 
respecting the privileges of the Lib- 
rary, 

What then is the explanation of 
the above letter written by instruc. 
tion of Lieut.-<Governor Royal? The 
character of the newly added books 
may wivetheclue, ‘Those examined 
were published by D. & J. Sodher 
W Co,, Now York, a leading Roman 
Cathohe publishing house, Here 
are a few sample tithes ;
